being made whatever.

For the first five months of 1907 
ending June 1, the expenses of the 
hospital were $S,&79.63. The rev- 
enue In that period was $3,1'54. or, 
a net cost to the city of $48^.68, or 
monthly coat of IM.tl. From a 
comparison of tbe last six months of 
19.06 and the first five months of 
1M7. It ia apparent that the Income 
of the hospital is rapidly overtaking 
the expenses and will pass them In 
the next six months or a year. If the 
standard of the hospital la main' 
tained.

In the short 
lime liit.'rvenlnK, the new hoapltal 
has lak.'ii rank with the beat hospital* 
in the country.

"I stand here tonight to declare 
that the frorld has never witnessed 
any such progress from darkness to 
light as that which we see In those 
diatricta of the south where the ne- 
gro has had a d<>oent opportunity for 
wdf-davelopment. Look at Jamaica 
- -nearly a century of emancipation, 
the negro at a standatill — look at

.sldered than tbe animals — yet it la 
Bngland that piquet heraolt on what 
she haa done for freedom and tha 
black man. 

"Turn aouthward; plenty both of 
woik and wagea for all who bring 
tranquil minda and willing hands 
Bad ' people, slothful paople, get on 
nowhere; but nofrhara on the habit 
able globe has tlia llbiarated alave 
fared so well, nowbara haa be so fair 
an outlook, a* In tha aoathani atatea 
of North America. 

Why? Because we know one an- 
other and bacanaa, no matter what 
anybody saya to tha contrary, thare 
la a common bond of aaaociatton be- 
tween us. Never can the white nuin 
of the south forget what tha black 
man did during a war waged for his 
freedom; and what )ie might have 
done. Never ahould the black man 
of the south forget that he is the 
weaker In the race toward perfection 
and for a long time must look to the 
white man for help of many kinds. 
It is through theee reciprocal obliga- 
tions and interests that the two races 
will reach an Institutional system of 
liviuK and dotag aotlraly aatlafactory 
to both.
